8.  All  subsequent  elections  of  Trustees  shall  be 
held  at  the  annual  general  meetings  of  the  improve¬ 
ment  district,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Trustees  to  call  a  general  meeting  between  January 
1st  and  May  1st  in  each  year,  except  1955,  for  the 
following  purposes: —

A  special  meeting  may  be  called  by  the  Trustees 
at  any  time  for  the  purpose  of  discussing  with  the 
owners  any  matter  or  matters  which  in  the  opinion 
of  the  Trustees  should  be  brought  up  at  a  general 
meeting. 

At  least  fifteen  days’  notice  of  every  general

HIS  HONOUR  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council  has  been  pleased  to  order  that  the  regula¬ 
tions  made  pursuant  to  the  “  Motor-vehicle  Act  ” 
by  Order  in  Council  No.  458,  approved  the  12th 
day  of  April,  1935,  be  amended  as  follows: — 

1.  By  inserting  the  following  paragraph  at  the 
end  of  clause  (b)  of  Regulation  3: — 

“  No  motor-vehicle  shall  be  equipped  with 
a  type  of  lamp  from  which  light  is  discern¬ 
ible  on  the  highway  other  than  a  type  of 
light  provided  for  in  these  regulations.” 

2.  By  inserting  after  the  word  “  mounted,”  in  the 
tenth  line  of  clause  (c)  of  Regulation  3,  the  words 
“  so  that  the  centre  of  that  light  is.” 

3.  By  inserting  as  the  second  paragraph  of  clause 
(c)  of  Regulation  3  the  following: — 

“  No  head-light  shall  be  equipped  with  a 
shield  or  cover  which  reduces  the  output  of 
light  from  the  head-light.” 

4.  By  striking  out  of  clause  (<l)  of  Regulation  3 
all  the  words  of  the  third  paragraph  after  the  word 
“  power  ”  in  the  fourth  line. 

5.  By  striking  out  of  clause  (/)  of  Regulation  3 
the  words  “  a  green  "  in  the  twenty-second  and 
twenty  third  lines  of  the  paragraph  entitled  “  Identi¬ 
fication  l  ights,"  and  substituting  “an  amber." 

6.  By  adding  the  following  paragraphs  to  clause 
(/)  of  Regulation  3 :- 


“  Emergency  Lights  and  Taxi  Signs. — 
Except  in  the  case  of  a  motor-vehicle  oper¬ 
ated  by  a  fire  department  or  by  the  Royal 
Canadian  Mounted  Police  or  the  police 
force  of  any  municipality,  no  red  light  or 
reflector  shall  be  carried  or  displayed  upon 
any  motor-vehicle,  or  upon  any  trailer,  im¬ 
plement,  or  vehicle  drawn  by  a  motor- 
vehicle,  in  such  a  manner  as  to  be  visible 
from  the  direction  in  which  the  motor- 
vehicle  is  proceeding.  Notwithstanding  the 
foregoing  provisions  of  this  clause,  the 
Superintendent,  upon  cause  shown  to  his 
satisfaction,  may  grant  to  any  person  a  per¬ 
mit  authorizing  the  carrying  and  use  on  any 
vehicle  specified  in  the  permit  of  a  red  or 
amber  light  or  reflector,  subject  to  the  con¬ 
ditions  set  out  in  the  permit: 

“Taxi  signs  shall  be  of  a  type,  colour, 
and  size  approved  by  the  Superintendent, 
and  shall  be  mounted  in  accordance  with  an 
approval  issued  by  the  Superintendent.” 

7.  By  adding  the  following  to  Regulation  3  as 
clause  ( t ): — 

“  Mudguards 

“(/)  On  or  after  the  first  day  of  March,  1955, 
no  person  shall  operate  on  any  highway 
any  motor-vehicle,  trailer,  or  semi-trailer 
unless  it  is  equipped  with  fenders,  covers, 
or  devices,  including  flaps  or  splash-aprons, 
or  unless  the  body  of  the  vehicle  or  attach¬ 
ments  thereto  afford  adequate  protection 
to  effectively  minimize  the  spray  or  splash 
of  water  or  mud  to  the  rear  of  the  vehicle.” 

8.  By  inserting  the  following  as  Regulation  8: — 

“  DEALER’S  REPORT  OF  SALE- 
INTERIM  LICENCE 

“  8.  The  Superintendent  may  issue  to  a  licensed 
dealer  a  form  of  interim  motor-vehicle  licence  for 
the  purpose  of  licensing  a  motor-vehicle  sold  by  the 
dealer  for  which  it  is  not  immediately  convenient  to 
obtain  a  licence  under  subsection  (1)  of  section  4 
of  the  Act. 

“A  licensed  dealer  who  wishes  to  issue  to  the 
purchaser  of  a  motor-vehicle  sold  by  him  a  dupli¬ 
cate  copy  of  the  Dealer’s  Report  of  Sale  pursuant 
to  subsection  (7)  of  section  4  of  the  Act  and  an 
interim  motor-vehicle  licence  authorized  by  this 
regulation  shall: — 

“(er)  Obtain  from  the  office  of  the  Motor-vehicle 
Branch  in  the  area  within  which  the  dealer 
carries  on  business  a  form  of  dealer’s 
report  of  sale  and  of  application  for  regis¬ 
tration  and  licence  as  prescribed  by  the 
Superintendent: 

“(/j)  Complete  and  sign  in  duplicate  the  dealer’s 
report  of  sale  and  cause  the  purchaser  to 
complete  and  sign  the  application  for 
registration  and  licence,  and  forward  one 
copy  of  the  dealer’s  report  of  sale  and  of 
the  application  for  registration  and  licence, 
together  with  the  prescribed  fees,  to  the 
office  of  the  Motor-vehicle  Branch  from 
which  he  obtained  the  form  of  dealer’s 
report  of  sale: 

“(c)  Affix  to  the  rear  window  of  the  motor- 
vehicle  the  interim  motor-vehicle  licence 
bearing  the  interim  licence  number  appear¬ 
ing  in  the  dealer’s  report  of  sale,  and  affix 
to  the  wind-shield  of  the  motor-vehicle  a 
duplicate  copy  of  the  dealer’s  report  of 
sale. 

“  Upon  compliance  with  this  regulation  and  so 
long  as  the  interim  motor-vehicle  licence  and 
duplicate  copy  of  the  dealer’s  report  of  sale  are 
displayed  on  the  motor-vehicle,  it  may  be  operated 
for  a  period  not  exceeding  ten  days  without  a 
licence  under  section  4  of  the  Act."

Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  Relating  to 
Private  Bills 

100.  (1)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  applica¬ 
tion  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating  suffi¬ 
ciently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed  by 
or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in  one 
leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating  in  all 
parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in  such  news¬ 
paper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of  each  week. 

(3)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a  nature 
that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or  more  elec¬ 
toral  districts,  the  notice  shall  furthermore  be 
published  once  a  week  if  possible  in  some  news¬ 
paper  in  every  electoral  district  affected,  or  if 
there  be  no  newspaper  published  therein,  then  in 
a  newspaper  published  in  the  electoral  district 
nearest  thereto.

97.  No  petition  for  any  Private  Bill  shall  be 
received  by  the  House  after  the  first  ten  days  of 
each  Session,  nor  may  any  Private  Bill  be  pre¬ 
sented  to  the  House  after  the  first  three  weeks  of 
each  Session,  nor  may  any  report  of  any  Standing 
or  Select  Committee  upon  a  Private  Bill  be  re¬ 
ceived  after  the  first  four  weeks  of  each  Session, 
and  no  motion  for  the  suspension  or  modification 
of  this  Standing  Order  shall  be  entertained  by  the 
House  until  the  same  has  been  reported  on  by  the 
Committee  on  Standing  Orders,  or  after  reference 
made  thereof  at  a  previous  sitting  of  the  House  to 
the  Standing  Committees  charged  with  the  con¬ 
sideration  of  Private  Bills,  who  shall  report  thereon 
to  the  House.
